Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the rejection under 1 12/1 for the phrase "from 
Corynebacterium" and similar language and the need to distinguish this subgenus from the entire genus of genes from 
any organism.
